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SCIENCE ATTESTS ITS FALSENESS 



There seems to be a growing 
tendency among a large portion of 
our people to reason somewhat in 
Mils wise: Our age surely has made 
giant strides along the thorny pathfl 
of knowledge and science. Unlike 
in the days of old when our be- 
nighted forbears had to dig the nug- 
gets of learning from the hard- 
yielding veins of patient study and 
plodding, we have the most ad- 
vanced products of science brought 
to our eager doors in the volumin- 
ous columns of the Sunday supple- 
ment. And for those of us who 
are too advanced for even this 
method of study the movies pro- 
vide a continuous course In an- 
thropology and archeology, evolu- 
tion and history. 

There is a menace In these Sun- 
day supplement and movie schools 
of science whose gravity, It Is to be 
feared, 4s too lightly appreciated, if 
appreciated at all. In reality these 
so-called scientlifc films and Sunday 
specials are but a propaganda of 
that science whose chief aim has 
been to And some plausible mode of 
explaining away the necessity of a 
Creator, substituting a blind evolu- 
tion reaching back Into untraceable 
ages. The comforting corrollary of 
this evolutionary explanation Is an 
utter Irresponsibility to any higher 
court of conscience to which we are 
responsible for the right or wrong 
of our life-conduct, 

Responslble and thorough scien- 
tific investigation, however, is in all 
honesty forced, often in spite of it- 
self, to attest to the utter falseness 
of these cheap conclusions of man's 
common descent from the brute. No 
scientist of repute holds to the 
crude evolutionary theories mon- 
gered in the movies or Sunday pa- 
pers. There has been, it Is true, a 
considerable school of scientists who 
thought to have found confirmation 
for their evolutionary theories and 
conclusions in the results of the In- 
teresting excavations of caves and 
glacial deposits made In the past 
several decades. The remnants of 
these remains of prehistoric man 
seemed to have so much in com- 
mon with the brute of that and 
later periods that they often rashly 
concluded to their common origin. 

Conclusions such as these are 
rightly termed rash in the face of 
the admissions which two European 
scientists of standing have found 
themselves forced to make after a 
careful survey of Just such pre-hls- 
toric remnants. In conjunction 
with the German anatomist, Dr. O. 
Hauser, a Swiss scientist of note 
made the discovery several years 
ago known since then as the Le 
Moustier remains. At the time of 
the discovery' Or. Hauser character- 
ized them as the remains of "a 
primitive ante-historical race." "We 
have found it," Klaatscli said, "it 
it Neanderthal in all its awful 
niassi veness and primitivenesa." And 
yet in a recently published study of 
his researches Dr. Hauser is forced

Another Lent, the season of pen- 
nance and self denial, is now with 
us. There are many around us for 
whom It has no significance what- 
ever. They do not believe in the 
"nonsense" of depriving themselves 
of any pleasures. They are accus- 
tomed to gratify their very desire 
and the only thing that troubles 
them is that they have not more 
pleasures to indulge in. So then 
self-denial appears to be the height 
of folly. The physician of today 
can see the advantage of bodily 
health in a period of rest from the 
usual round of pleasure and even 
of abstinence and reasonable fast- 
ing. From a merely natural point 
of view therefore the observance of 
Lent is a saiuatary practice. Self- 
denial teaches self-mastery and 
strengthens character. Habitual self- 
indulgence weakens and enervates. 
The strong man is the one who will- 
ingly imposes a curb on his appe- 
tites and his passions. And success 
is usually the measure of solf- 
mastery that Is attained. But there 
are higher reasons for the observ- 
ance of Lent than those that appeal 
to the natural man. The reason for 
the restrictions of Lent is primarily 
spiritual. The Catholic observes 
Lent for the good of his soul. It 
Is a time for spiritual exercise as 
well as for abstinence and fasting. 
The latter are imposed as a penance 
for our sins. They should be ac- 
companied by heartfelt sorrow for 
sin and a firm resolution of sinning 
no more. The sufferings of our Di- 
vine Lord were to atone for sin. It 
is salutary during this time of 
preparation for Easter to meditate 
upon his sufferings In order that we 
know what an evil thing sin is and, 
knowing it, avoid it. It is an Ill- 
spent Lent that does not find us 
better on Easter Sunday than on 
Ash Wednesday.

"No other 
member of the community," said the 
Mayor, "possesses the confidence of 
all classes to such an extent as does 
the Archbishop." 



Heated debate marKed SaTnrrtay's 

session of the House of Representa- 
tives, which practically served no- 
tice on President Wilson that he 
will not be granted full power to 
conduct operations against Germany 
as he sees fit in case bis severance 
of diplomatic relations leads to war. 
Member after member voiced a pro- 
test against general participation by 
the United States In the European 
war. While there was no criticism 
of the President's action, the House 
clearly demonstrated that it is op- 
posed to having the President take 
any action without first consulting 
Congress. Representative Lenroot, 
of Wisconsin, struck the keynote of 
the day's debate when he said: 

"If we are too cowardly to fight 
for our rights on the sea we are 
too cowardly to fight for our rights 
on the land. But, Mr. Speaker, 
that is not the Bplrlt of the Ameri- 
can people, and when the time 
comes that will not be the spirit of 
this Congress. Representing the 
great American people here, we will 
vote to maintain by force, if need 
be, our liberties upon the sea, but 
that does not mean that we will 
vote a general declaration of war 
igainst Germany. It does not mean 
that we will Intervene in the Euro- 
pean war. It does not mean that 
we will send over men to the 
trenches of Europe. It does not 
mean that we are to sit in and de- 
termine the terms of settlement of 
European questions. It means only 
that we are going to settle our diffi- 
culty with Germany by compelling 
It to respect our rights upon the 
sea. 

"If war must come, it will be a 
war upon the sea, destroying every 
German submarine that we can and 
protecting our own ships until such 
time as Germany shall cease to be 
an outlaw upon the sea. When 
Germany shall again respect our 
rights, our quarrel with it will be 
over and we will be ready to make 
peace with It, regardless of Euro- 
pean nations or European quarrels. 
I believe the American people and 
this Congress will stand for this 
policy, and those who would drag 
us into this world war for reasons 
other than maintaining our rights 
and those who are for peace at 
any price together constitute a very 
small minority." 

In concluding the speaker in- 
sisted that Congress could not dele- 
gate its duty to the President in 
the present crisis and said: 

"If we are called upon to act in 
this matter it will be the most sol- 
emn responsibility ever laid upon 
any of us. If any member in that 
hour is Influenced in the least by 
party politics, by prejudice, by sym 
pathy for either Bide in the Euro- 
pean war, he will be untrue to the 
oath of office he has taken here, 
if ever in our lives we should be 
American citizens only. It will be 
then. I am not so greatly alarmed 
about possible trouble with Germany 
as I am about a divided country 
here. Divisions now may not only 
prevent peaceful settlement of our 
quarrel with Germany, but may re- 
sult in disorder In our own border, 
with consequence much more seri- 
ous than war with any foreign 
power. The propaganda now going

Reference has been made in these 
columns from time to time to the 
odious influence in Kentucky politics 
of the political prohibitionists and 
especially so in the ranks of Democ- 
racy. Only last week it was stated 
that constructive and beneficial 
legislation was always blocked by 
this class, who did so for political 
reasons, and never were they at 
any time sincere in their espousal 
of prohibition, using that issue as a 
football to kick around for political 
advantage. 

Haly and Beckham were cited as 
leaders of this class and the ink 
had hardly dried on this publication 
before Beckham was driven into a 
corner on the "bone dry" bill at 
Washington and forced to show his 
hand, and that hand showed Just 
what was claimed here, that he was 
not sincere In his prohibition views, 
and if the "bone dry" bill results 
in nothing else it has proven of 
great benefit to Kentucky voters, 
who now to a man can size up the 
Haly-Beckhain prohibition views for 
what they are worth. Laughable In 
the extreme was the attempts of the 
Beckham adherents here to explain 
how a United States Senator can 
believe in prohibition and note vote 
for it. 

In his latest issue of the Com- 
moner William Grape Juice Bryan 
states that he is now a lieutenant 
of Beckham in the fight for prohi- 
bition in Kentucky, and many are 
curious to know what Lieut. Bryan 
thinks of Capt. Beckham's vote 
against prohibition: Many people 
who have taken Bryan and Beck- 
ham's real measure know that 
Bryan at heart will not be sur- 
prised, as while one Is playing pro- 
hibition for politics only, the other 
is playing it for both politics and 
letcure engagements on the Chau- 
tauqua circuit. Bryan also speaks 
of the small majority for the Demo- 
cratic nominee in the Governor's 
race, but does not explain that the 
reason of this deficiency can be at- 
tributed to the traitorouB action of 
some of those members of the For- 
ward League, who knifed the ticket 
in the November election. In hla 
newspaper Bryan speaks of the 
prominent Democrats who comprise 
the Forward League, among them 
being Dr. J. A. Alexander, Col. P. H. 
Callahan. Dr. M. B. Adams, Henry 
M. Johnson and H. V. McChesney. 
If the Democratic party's success 
depends upon the efforts of these, 
coupled with Bryan, Beckham and 
Haly, then the old party is sure In 
a bad fix. Alexander is absolutely 
unknown to the voters: Callahan 
and Johnson opposed the Demo- 
cratic ticket and nominees here; 
Adams was President of the Anti- 
Saloon League and can not be con- 
sidered a loyal Democrat, while Mc- 
Chesney wai the Haly-Beckham 
candidate for Governor on a prohi- 
bition platform. 

A representative of the intended 
Brumleve ticket credits the Ken- 
tucky Irish American with a pretty 
accurate forecast of the slate for 
the Democratic nominations in the 
primary, but says that Harry 
Weaver, a brother of er-Mayor 
Weaver, will be the nominee for 
County Clerk, while John F. Wood- 
ruff, the contractor, will be the 



Brumleve candidate for Sheriff. In 
this connection it is rumored that 
Mr. Woodruff offered to put up 
$10,000 for a campaign fund provid- 
ing the other nominees raised that 
amount between them. It is stated 
that regular meetings of the Brum- 
leve supporters are being held and 
that the personnel of the ticket will 
be announced soon, the only delay 
being the preparation of Mr. Brum- 
leve's platform, which will contain 
the annuoncement that he intends 
to, IT elected, work In conjunction 
with an advisory board from our 
commercial organizations In matters 
of Interest. 

From a political standpoint it is 
the writer's personal conviction that 
Mr. Brumleve has no chance to de- 
feat Charley Cronan for the nomin- 
ation, and for that matter no one 
else could hope to achieve that end 
at this stage, the same applying to 
County Attorney Scott Bullitt and 
Jailer Charley Foster. Political 
students of the local situation also 
say that Loralne Mix Is far the 
strongest in the County Judgeship 
race, but in all of the other con- 
tests it is an open race with the 
best man winning. Friends of Joe 
N«viu, SenaAoe—MeNntt and Joe 
I.udwig say that their personal ac- 
quaintance with the rank and file 
of the Democratic party will make 
them strong candidates for County 
Commissioner and that the request 
of Messrs. Bingham, Scholz and Cox 
to vote for all three of the latter or 
none will react in favor of one or 
all of the first named three. Many 
are still discussing the coming ap- 
pointment of Police Court Bailiff 
and some say It has narrowed down 
to a choice between Jake Hartstern 
and Fred Heffernan. while others 
say it will be an outsider heretofore 
not mentioned. 

FATHER M'KENNA DEAD. 



Very Rev. Father Charles H. Mc- 
Kenna, a former Prior of St. Louis 
Bertrand's church and known from 
one end of the country to the 
other as the founder of the Holy 
Name Society and America's most 
renowned and venerable missionary, 
died in Jacksonville, Fla., Wednes- 
day afternon, he having gone there 
several weeks ago on account of 
failing health. His last public ap- 
pearance was at the celebration of 
the Dominican centenary In Wash- 
ington, when he was one of the 
principal speakers. Father Mc- 
Kenna was born May 8, 1835, was 
ordained a priest October 13, 1867, 
and had he lived until next October 
would have celebrated his golden 
Jubiloe. Father McKenna was best 
known for his untiring work in the 
organization a^d perpetuation of the 
Holy Name Society, traveling un- 
ceasingly from one end of the coun- 
try to the other organizing branches 
of this society, all of which have 
prospered and are monuments to his 
great work today. In his great mis- 
sion Father McKenna oceame per- 
sonally acquainted with pastors, 
Bishops and heads of the church 
everywhere, being an intimate friend 
of Cardinal Gibbons, Cardinal 
O'Connell and Cardinal Farley. The 
funeral will take place in New 
York City this morning, and Very 
Rev. T. L. Crowley, Prior of St. 
Louis Bertrand's church, left Thurs- 
day afternoon to attend the services. 
Father McKenna was known per- 
sonally to many of the older settlers 
of the local Dominican church, hav- 
ing served as Prior for three years, 
beginning In 1878.

GAIN IN MEMBERSHIP 216,000 



The churches of the United States 
have not suffered financially from 
the European war and the increased 
cost of living, nor has their ordinary 
rate of growth been reduced during 
the last year. They have given 
freely to the millions of dollars 
sent to the war sufferers and yet 
maintained their own regular work 
with undiminished force. 

The 1917 edition of the Year 
Book of the Federal Council of the 
Churches of Christ in America has 
Just been Issued and the figures 
show a substantial gain for the 
Catholic church in America. The 
Year Book is edited by Dr. H. K. 
Carroll and published under Prot- 
estant auspices. This book shows 
that In 1916 the Catholics, Prot- 
estantB and Orthodox religious 
bodies had an aggregate of 40,017,- 
000 communicants or members. The 
net increase for 1916 was 747,000, 
or 204,000 more than the iacrease 
in 1915. In 1890 the total religious 
strength was 20,618.000, so that In 
twenty-six years the net Increase 
was 19,399,000 or 94 per cent. In 
the same time the gain in popula- 
tion in this country has been 
39,000,000 or 61 per cent. 

Dr. Carroll's figures credit the 
Catholic church with a gain In this 
country for 1916 of 216,000, while 
the next largest gain is credited to 
the Methodist church with an in- 
crease of 136,000. The Baptists are 
given 132,000, the Presbyterians 
79,000, the Episcopalians 27,000 
and the Lutheran bodies 20,000. The 
total gain In churches of Catholics 
and Protestants combined was 117. 
yet the Catholic churches increased 
in number 199, the Methodist Epis- 
copal showing a loss of sixty-eight, 
the Northern Baptists a loss of thir- 
ty-tin ee, tin Northern Presbyterians 
a loss of ninety-seven and the 
Episcopalians seven. Dr. Carroll 
states that churches, particularly in 
the rural regions, are being closed 
or merged for the sake of economy 
and efficiency. 

The gain in ministers according 
to the Year Book figures is 2,643, 
which Is nearly double that of 1915. 
The largest gain is credited to the 
Catholic church, 4'u priests being 
added to the roll. The Baptists 
added 365, the Lutherans 159. 
while the rest was scattered among 
tlie many Protestant denominations 
or sects. The census shows an 
normous loss to the Disciples of 
Christ in both churches and follow- 
ers, but the Year Book publishers 
claim this is because of faulty 
counting of previous years, an ap- 
parent loss being shown of 709 
churches and 185,000 members. 

The gain of 478 priests and 
216,000 communicants is especially 
pleasing to Catholics, showing 1916 
to be one of the most prosperous 
years for the church In America. 
Then again the increase of 199 
churches speaks well for the spread 
of the faith, many of these new 
edifices following the splendid work 
of the Catholic Extension Society, 
which Is doing great things in 
making possible the erection of 
churches in isolated sections and 
preventing many settlers in those 
districts from straying away from 
the fold.

While it must be 
admitted that the opponents of 
"home rule at any price" are in 
power, and that they will hedge and 
resist as far as possible, still It Is 
not improbable that they may look 
upon a home rule government in 
Ireland as a haven of safety for 
themselves should affairs at home 
take a turn for the worse, as they 
Inevitably will if the blockade 
proves halfway effective. Of course 
this Is a consideration which will 
not be as much as hinted at during 
the negotiations, nevertheless 
will be the one consideration tha 
will make the Tories accede to the 
demand of the Irish party — for 
grant it they must, sooner or later 
Irishmen the world over should be 
ready to lend all the support In 
their power to the Irish party when 
the demand for putting the home 
rule act Into operation at once 
made. That the act does not real 
ize the Ideal of liberty which he 
has cherished will not excuse any 
Irishman for declining to suppor 
the Irish party's demand. Such 
man should remember that every 
conression won from England adds 
to Ireland's power and brings much 
nearer her day of complete inde- 
pendence.

BUILDS IRISH COLONY. 



Thomas Maloney. President of the 
Realty and Colonisation Company 
of Omaha, Neb., has purchased a 
tract containing 28,962 acres of 
land In Arkansas, on which to es- 
tablish an Irish Catholic colony. 
He Is a former Treasurer of the 
Hibernians, but has been spending 
a good many years In colonisation 
work, with headquarters at Omaha. 
The President was former Mayor 
of Council Bluffs, and Is a man of 
considerable prominence. He says 
the colony to be established will 
be composed of the very highest 
class citizens, agriculturists and 
business men, and will come from 
many sections of the old country 
and from different sections of the 
United States. It Is first proposed 
to build a town to be named "Case- 
ment" In honor of the memory of 
the Irish patriot, 81r Roger Case-, 
meat, who was executed last year 
charged with complicity In an al- 
leged Irish uprising plan.
